U.S. General 
Helping South 


TOKYO, June 28. (Wednesday) 
(AP) American planes are in action 
against the Communist invaders of South 
Korea, Gen. MacArthur announced today. 

The United States navy also is on com- 
bat missions, he said. 

The terse announcement from the 


‘American general’s headquarters said: 


The far east air forces and naval elements of far 
east command are conducting combat missions south 
of the 38th parallel of Korea in support of the Korean 
Republic, 

“Ammunition and supplies are being air-and- 
water-lifted to Korea to aid the South Korean forces. 
A small advance echelon of G.H.Q. has been estab- 
lished in Korea,” 

U.S. crews had been alerted, planes warmed up, 
and pilots briefed in ready rooms throughout Japan, 
where the U.S. Air Force has every type of war plane 
up to B-29's, 

A Seoul, Korea, broadcast quoted President Syng- 
man Rhee as announcing an American general had 
been named South Korean defence commander, It 
added that Gen. MacArthur had promised bombers and 
anti-tank guns for a “joint defence operation.” 

‘The broadcast named the defence commander simply 
as “General Church.” 

‘This apparently meant Brig.-Gen, John H. Church, who 

is listed as commander of the Ryukyu (Okinawa) military 
government,

The sudden invasion of South Korea 
by the Communists of North Kored, pre- 
@umably at the instigation and with the 
assistance of Russia, has created again a 
wave of public fear at the possible immi- 
nence of general world conflict. 

A global war is always possible, largely 
because the motives of Communist Russia 
are so incomprehensible to western minds. 
But nothing in the present situation would 
appear to justify immediate apprehension. 

There are several reasons why the 
Soviets would not be likely to precipitate a 
general war at this moment. 

The first is, of course, that the Russian 
stockpile of atomic bombs is probably pot 

large enough to warrant them embark- 

on such a hazardous venture. 

This reason is supported by the his- 
torical fact that Russia has never yet 
sought an aggressive “shooting” war in 
which she entertained the slightest doubt 
of the outcome. 

From all the information available, 
Russia is not yet strong enough to be 
certain of victory. 

The second reason is that, in all like- 
lihood, the Soviet Union would not 
deliberately cause a world war without 
having some color of legal right to do so. 

It might be possible that Russia would 
attempt to interpret the sending of Ameri- 


Summer Drownings 


Two Edmonton men were drowned in 
Pigeon Lake last Sunday because they 
were not thoroughly at home in the water. 

Had Edmonton been adequately sup- 
plied with public swimming pools, these 
fatalities might never have occurred. 

The most dangerous thing in the world, 
at times, is a slight and sketchy knowledge 
of swimming. 

The men who were drowned thought 
they could swira and lost their lives trying 
to get ashore when their boat overturned. 
The two men who knew they could not 
swim stuck by the craft and, by sheer luck, 
were rescued. : 

If all had been completely familiar with 
the water, nobody would have died.

But since North Korea is plainly the

As a matter of fact, there is more 
international dynamite in the Formosan 
situation than in the Korean situation. 

Should the western allies decide to 
support the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek in exile, Russia could very well 
argue that the West had committed a 
hostile act against the established govern- 
ment of China which is allied with Russia. 

But there is no parallel in Korea. And 
‘it will probably be found that Russia will 
righteously deny any implication in the 
invasion. 

No one has any doubt that the North 
Korean attack is inspired by the Soviet 
Union. But its purpose is not world con- 
flagration but world disturbance. 

It suits Russia's book to keep the 
democracies in a state of doubt and turmoil 
and anxiety because she believes that the 
greater unrest among the people of the 
western nations, the greater the instability 
of the governments of those nations. 

This is a nuisance attack designed to 
worry the western allies. 

Russia has discovered the psychological 
value of worry in a cold war. 


and Swimming Pools 


Youngsters take a few swimming 
lessons and pass a test of sorts and believe 
they are equal to any emergency. 

The only way in which the security of 
human life can be assured under such 
circumstances is by providing facilities 
for day in and day out water exercises for 
everybody. 

Edmonton has three public pools which, 
being open, operate only in the summer 
time. They are crowded far beyond 
capacity and offer no real opportunity for 
swimriing. 

Twelve or even fifteen pools, situated in 
every part of the city, would give every- 
body a chance to really learn water 
safety. And the summer drowning list 
would be minimized. 


Quite Wasted

prohibited, it would mean that 
the motorist would have to de- 
pend upon careful driving in 
order to avoid striking anyone 
It would mean that he would 
heve to slow down when he en- 
countered pedestrians or attempt 
to swerve around them in an 
emergency, 

The point is that when you 
have to depend upon your driv- 
ing, you do take more care, but 
when you use your horn, and it 
confuses the pedestrian, it is 
usually too late.

& horn would be useful, and when 
you consider the number of 
times that a horn should not be 
used, it seems apparent that 
there is much more to be said

A trial period, during which 
no horns could be used, would 
produce fewer accidents, better 
driving, and much less traffic 
noise in any community. It 
would be an interesting and 
instructive experiment for some 
large community to test.

Mother Will =a 
Get Custody | 
Of Tiny Son 


OTTAWA, June (CP)—Five 
Justices of the Supreme Court of 
Canada yesterday unanimously de- 
cided that a two-year-old child 
should be returned to its unwed 
mother, although she had previ- 
ously allowed the child to be 
cdopted by foster-parents 

This decision, ending a long 
court battle by the mother for | 
the return of her child, is ex- 
pected to set a precedent for 
other adoption cases in Canada, 
It may mean that other mothers 
may seek the recovery of chil- 
dren given out in adoption. 

(At Toronto, Gourley L. Howell, 
who acted for the mother in the 
case, said such recovery depends) 
upon whether the mother files her 
intentinn to revoke her consent to 
adoption within a two-year period 
aiter she has given her consent 
After two years, when adoption 
papers have been finally taken out 
by the adopted parents, such re 
covery is not legally possible, he 
said.)

Yesterday we were right smack-bang in the middle 
of a chatty letter from Lois Hill when we ran out of space. 

So as I promised here’s the rest of the news 'n views 
of Europe through the glazed eyes of the greenest of 
green young tourists, 

As I said yesterday, Lois is running about the con- 
tinent soaking up culture 'n such with dauntless spirit. 
She's visited merry old England and oo-la-la France and 
now she’s whizzing through the mighty mounts of Switzer- 
land. 

Come with me and we'll jog along in her letter...

I mearit to tell you Bea, about the situation in 
England. I was pleased as Punch to find the people 
laughing and fun-loving. 

We've heard so much about their hardships over 
the past decade it’s hard to picture them as gay and 
seemingly light-hearted as they actualiy are. And of 
course this is contrary to all the “what ho!” ideas 

we have of the English too. 


Anyway, I started to tell you about food prices and 
rationing and point system .. . so I shall continue. There 
is no end of excitement over eggs! Eggs are no longer 
rationed ... and are available in quantity, The point sys- 
tem has fallen by the boards and things are looking 
brighter for the Britishers 'most every day. 

Teir food is still inclined to run a bit to the starches. 
They'd dearly love luxuries such as our cake mixes, 
tinned salmon 'n such... but on the whole their lot is 
much improved. 


But it’s the funny little women selling posies on the 
street corners who fascinate me 

Some of them are haggish-looking enough to be in an 
Arthur Rank movie. I bought a dewey, purple nosegay of 
violets for 15c and was thrilled as a baby with a new toy. 
Carnations, roses and countless tiny button-hole flowers 
sell at miserably-low prices. 

But it gives you a nice warm-around-the-heart feeling 
to see everyone wearing a fresh flower or two as they're 
on their way to work. 


But back to France again! 


From what we've seen, clothes are expensive. I par- 
ticularly noticed nylon stockings which range in price 
from 900 to 1,200 francs . . . about three to four dollars. 

In spite of the prices, one sees many “chic” women 
in Paris ... beautifully dressed and beautifully groomed. 
We have the impression, though. especially after riding 
the famed metro... or subway, that living costs are high 
for the native-as well as the tourist and it’s most difficult 
to make: ends meet.

Incidentally, the metro is one thing that isn’t 
expensive. It's cheaper than riding the city buses and 
also the simplest way to Get around Paris. 

But it’s an experience . . . 1 thought Edmonton 
traffic was “dangerous living” but the life of a pedes- 
trian here means absolutely nothing.

Jobless Total | 


Shows Drop 
During June 


OTTAWA, June 27—(CP)—Can- 
eda’s jobless dropped by 86,100 in 
the four weeks ended June 15, the 
labor department reported today, 
though the out-of-work list remain- 
ed 74,000 above the figure for the 
same time last year. 

The number of job seekers re- 
gistered at National Employment 
offices at June 15 was 220,400. At 

May 18, 1950, the corresponding 
figure was 306,500 and at June 15, 
1949, it was about 146,000.
